Well. 56 per cent ol the voters simply, 
didn't know wlmt a liberal or conservative 
was, and were excused from lurther qulzi;- 
Jng. (Where havo they been?) 

Ihc brighter 44 per cent 'ver'e tabulated. 
Of these, 51 per cent said thej were "con- 
Krvallves." and 4S per cent "liberals." The 
mnjorlly simply didn't "worry about what 
kind of "Image" tlila gave them. 

There was more to the rtillup report, be- 
cause it broke down the results geoKraph- 
" Icnlly. Only In the Northeast did the liberals 
outnumber the ccmserratlves, 58 per cent to 



43. 

It might seem odd that the oldest and 
economically most mature section of th 
country should be unique in this respect. 
. The booming South Waa "coiMcrratlvc, 
55 per cent to 45 per cent. The growlnR 
Midwest was 58 iM;r cent conserratlvc. And 
,ihe rapidly expanding Far West was evenly 
divided. 

This pretty well disposes of the notion 
that the liberals arc found among the ac-, 
tlve, up-to-the minute citizens and that the 
conscryatlyes are the mossbocks. 

Why haven't these flgiircs been rcllected 
lately in the elections? Perhaps It Is because 
both parties have overestimated the popu- 
torlty of the liberal label and too olten the 
choice has been between a liberal Republi- 
can and A liberal Democrat. In which case 
the voters "had to make up their minds on 
the baili of other factors. 

Perhaps the signs to be discerned In this 
poll will encourage more conscrvaUvci to 
come out Into the open and also Klve them 
a better cliance of selection when the 
par'tles ore picking tickets that "can win."
